Conference 
To Be Called 
By President 

London, May 12.—Great Britain 
and Japan have agreed upon a 
program of naval disarmament to 
lie placed liefore the proposed tri¬ 
partite naval ilisurniameiit con¬ 
ference lo he culleil at the sug¬ 
gestion of President Coolidge, it 
was reported here today. 

The program, which i.s said to 
have originateil with British ex¬ 
perts, is outlined a.s follows: Re- 
iluction of the size of future cap¬ 
ital sliips from 35,000 tons lo 
20,000 tons; limitation of future 
cruisers to 0000 tons instead of'' 
10,00 tons; limitation of cruiser 
armaments to six-inch guns, in¬ 
stead of eiglit-iiich guns; liiiiita- 
ttion of subinurines and destroyers 
to 1000 tons, and limitation of the 
personnel of the British and .Amer¬ 
ican nav'ies to 100,000 men and of 
the Japanese navy to 70,000 men,
